He stated that after his refusal 
of employment, the Employer has recruited the 
new workers in his place as housekeeping 
supervisors and the said hotel has operated in full 
swing . He stated that he is presently unemployed 
and does not have any source of income. He 
submitted that he is entitled for reinstatement with 
full back wages. He stated that the termination of 
his services is an act of hire & fire , which is not 
permissible in any descent society . He therefore 
prayed that he be reinstated in service with full 
back wages , continuity in service and all other 
consequential benefits . 


Hotel Industry which caters to the needs of Indian 
as well as foreign tourists by providing the room 
services and restaurant facilities by charging 
certain tariffs. He stated that the Employer Hotel 
also employs many workmen and staff employees 
for the purpose of providing efficient service to the 
visiting tourists . He stated that he was employed 
with the Employer as a “ Bell Boy " and due to his 
hard and dedicated service , he was rewarded the 
post of " Housekeeping Supervisor" . He stated that 
as a Housekeeping Supervisor, he was performing 
the job of collecting the bed sheets, towels from 
the different rooms of the hotel and replacing it 
with clean bed sheets and towels which duties 
were performed by him along with the help of 
other workmen . He stated that he was also 
responsible for keeping the rooms, toilets and 
bathrooms clean and neat. He stated that the entire 
job was supervised and controlled by the Resort 
Manager of the Employer. He stated that his last 
drawn salary was Rs. 1,600 / - p . m . He stated that 
from September, 1996 till 18-09-2000 , he worked 
with the Employer s Hotel as a " Bell Boy " 
continuously without any break in service . He 
stated that on 18-09-2000 , the Employer through 
his Manager, Mr. Vincent D Souza forced him to 
sign the contract letter which was refused by him 
and therefore, the said Manager threatened him 
that his services would be terminated . He stated 
that he therefore under threat , force , duress and 
coercion signed the said contract letter which was 
prepared by the Employer . He stated that the 
contract letter which was signed after 18-09-2000 
is a mere pretence to show that he is on 
contractual employment and not on regular 
service . He stated that infact from September, 1996 
till 18-09-2000 he was in continuous service with 
the Employer s aforesaid Hotel without any break 
in service and has completed more than 240 days 
of continuous service and as such terminating his 
services w . e . f. 01-06-2004 without following the 
provisions of section 25 - F of the I. D. Act, 1947 is 
illegal, unjust and bad - in -law . He stated that on 
01-06-2004 ,when he had gone for his regular work , 
the Manager of the Employer Hotel, Mr. Vincent 
D Souza informed him that there is no work 
available for him and that the intimation will be 
sent to him to join for work as soon as the work is 
available . He stated that thereafter, he never 
received any intimation from the Employer to 
resume for work and hence he tried to contact the 
Management. He stated that his request for 
providing him work was disallowed and as 
such on 29-09-2004 he raised an Industrial 
Dispute before the Office of Assistant Labour 
Commissioner, Mapusa -Goa demanding immediate 
reinstatement, with full back wages and continuity 
in service . He stated that the said Industrial 
Dispute was taken in conciliation by the Assistant 


3. The Employer filed its written statement at 
Exb . 11 denying the claim of the workman . The 
Employer stated that the Workman was engaged 
as “ Floor Supervisor ” and that too purely on 
temporary basis . The Employer stated that the 
Workman has signed a contract letter without any 
threat, force, duress and coercion after getting it 
read . The Employer stated that at no point of time 
the Workman has approached Mr. Vincent D Souza 
regarding job purpose . The Employer stated that 
the Workman was engaged on purely temporary 
basis only and his work was seasonal as per the 
contract terms. The Employer therefore prayed for 
dismissal of the claim of the Workman . 

4. Thereafter the workman filed his re -joinder at 
Exb .

The facts of the case in brief as pleaded by 
the Workman are that the Employer/Party II ( for 
short “ Employer " ) had appointed him in their 
establishment to work at Margao as a “ Sales 
Representative " w . e . f . 01-08-2001. He stated that 
he was paid total monthly emolument of 
Rs. 8,500 / - p . m . He stated that his services were 
confirmed by the Employer Company vide their 
letter dated 01-08-2003 . He stated that he was 
carrying out the work of clerical/ supervisory in 
nature by visiting stockist / supplier from place to 
place in Goa and obtained their requirements and 
submit the same requirement to the Employer 
Company. He stated that he used to visit retail 
market to procure their orders from retailers and 
submit the said orders to the respective distributors 
for the supply of materials. He stated that he 
used to visit supplier /distributors / sub 
-distributors day -to -day to collect cheques and 
remittance records and submit the same to the 
Employer Company from time to time. He stated 


that the Employer dismissed him from their 
services vide their letter dated 20-07-2006 . He 
submitted that his dismissal from services by the 
Employer is illegal, unjustified and bad in law . He 
submitted that the Employer Company failed to 
comply with the provision of Section 25 - F of the 
I. D. Act, 1947 at the time of dismissal of his 
services . He submitted that the non -compliance 
of the provision of Section 25 - F of the I. D. Act , 
1947 demands the Employer Company to reinstate 
him in their services with full back wages and 
continuity in services.
